All thoſe that hauc vndcerſtood our cauſe, m 
cafilye iydge of the equiry'ot our Complaints, ſecing that 
ſoucraigne Courtof Bearn, byrwo Decrees madeatthe pr, ,, 
ſentation of thoſe Edits (and ofa Commiſſion)had declared, 
That there was no cauſe to iuſtific the faid Edicts, which ogh 
to be acknowledged for iuſt, ſeeing that the generall Aſſ.m 
of the Churches of the Religion in France, holden at Louduy.. 
with ſo great affection & zeale, craucd and purſued the reugyi 
cation of that Arreſt and Edits: The ſaid complaints & put, 
ſuits likewiſe were iuſt,for thatthe King (by the aduiceof hipa 
Caunſell) grantedthe faid Aſſembly ſcauen monthes time, tg, 
begin, from the ſeaventb of Aprill laſt, wherein the Churcheg, 

of Bearn ſhould be heard,and might make their complaints &xq 
declarations vnto his Maicſtic, touching the faid Decree angy 
Edicts. And letvs adde hereunto, for the berter Inftruftion & i; 
ſatiſtaction of thole thar know it not, Thatthe-generall Depup; 
tics of the reformed Churches in France, during that timegh 
ſecking and ſoliciting the ſaid reuocation, Anſwer was gimetiza 
them by the Kings Counſel], that they muiſt tiay the commin 
of the Churches of Bearn, And his Maicftic himſelfe being aty;; 
Bourdeaux, wrote vnto the Iudges of the Parliament of Pau;ge

SEE 
di The King hauing appeaſe therroubles that began toariſe 
Uh the State of France, refolucd ro divert his victorious 
 Acmes into Gu yenne, and being at Bourdeaux, nothing was 
VDoken of in the Court butof Bearn : Bearn was the onely firb- 
& of the diſcourſes, and the obicR ofth; animoſity of theſe, 
at long time had practiſed and ſought our ruyne and oner- 
hrowe. The Romiſh Prelares kindled thoſe coales, to cauſe a 

treat fire ro burſt forth, vſing all the'meanes they could tocin- 
Fine the Kings wrath againſt vs, ſpecially-employing thoſe 
IUncanes thatare moſt ordinary with-them, that is, flaunders & 
13uill wordes,deſcribing ys to be Rebels an4difobedient,pub- 
ulkely ſaying, thatall the Connery was in Armes, and thiewe 
ake not of the Kings ſactediperſon, but inmrioufly and with 
"Crcatdeſpight. Theſe impoſtures being continually hangd 
t thecares of the Miniſters of the State, more and more en- 
creaſing the hatred of the Religion, and- the deſire vtrerly to 
Yextirpe it. And knowing that the execution-of the Edidt of fea- 
Ling vponthe Eccleaſticall Lands, would be a mcancs to dif. 
= and diſhonour the Churches of this Country, & to caft 
©gncm into a pittious & lamentableeſtate; and to the contrary 
, cs the Romiſh- Church to a prodigious greataes, and che 
'Sheight of riches ;did moſt induſtriouſly employe all cheartifi- 
aciall meanes & practices that theyicould deuile, ro effxt theis 
1.defignes, and thereby with them-to-make ahole inthe tteafure

ſocucr of infidelity towards his Prince, who perceiuing him- 

{elte to be veryolde,and without Children,certain yeares paſt, 

obtained the reucriion of his goucrnment for Monſtcur de 

Lawr his Couſen,who inallhis ations ſheweth the foot-ſteps 

and degrees ofa rare & ſingular picty, and in his body bearerh 

the markes of his courage,hauing (in the Kings preſence at the 

> fiegeof Amiens) receiued a ſhot with a Musket in his right 
ſhoulder whichhath bereft him of thefree vſe of his Arme. 

Monfievr de Sales ſent him to Bourdeaux, with Monſieur de 

fa Force, to aſſure his Maicſty of the continuationot his fideli- 

ty,who being at the Court, he found that the enemies of the 

Religion had diſperſed ſome report abroad that tended to the 

preiudice of thefincerity of his afteEtions, which had pierced 

_ cuenynto the cares, and almoft into the thought of his Maic- 

ſty, but comming into the Kings preſence, he diſperſed thoſe 

ſhadowes,and made theKing plainely to ſce and percciuc,that 

his aCtions were ablc to indure the tryall : VWhercupon the -- 
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king, ſheweth him the Mu... g aſſure him, that he was per- 
fwaded of his innocencie, exhorting him, to perfiſt in ſeruing 
bim faithfully, and withall commaunded him to affure Mon. 
ficur de Sates of his fauoar and good will. The King approach- 
ing to the Frontiers of this Country ; Monſieur de Law pre- 
lented himſelfe once againe vnto him, to reicerate the prote- 
fations ofhis moſt humble and moſt faithfull ſeruice ; nor on- 
ly in his owne, butalſo in thename of Monſicur de Sales, moſt 
humbly beſecching his Maicſtic to beare with his great age, 
thae would not permit him to preſent his body laden with 
yearcs athis graces feet. The King receiuing thoſe words of 
obcdience and fidefity from Manenc de Lauy , commaunded 
21m to continucand goc forward in imploying his time for 
the benefit of his ſeruice. Wherewith hee returned well con. 
tented in minde, but vponthe report that was ſpread abroad, 
of the Kings intent to ſee Nawarrenz, he went ag 112 to ſpeake 
with him at Pau, where Monſtcur de Ly/nes to rim ant the 
King coufirmed it with his owne mouth, that io af no other 
intent nor meaning but to ſee Wanarrrux, and that hee ſhould 
aſſure Monſieur de Sales, that nothing ſhould be altered nor 
changed in the ſtate of that place. Monſicur de Lay afluring 
himſelfe vpon that promiſe, which he thought to be inuiola- 
ble, contented himſelfe, and fought roſertle and affure Mon- 
fieur de Sales minde and conceite to the contrary,being moued 
thereunto by diucrs aduices giuen him fromall places,thathis 
goucrnment would be taken fromhim. 

The King comming to Nauerrenx , at his entry into the 
Towne, Monſficur d? Sales preſented the keyes thereof , and 
ſpeaking vnto him, ſaid: Sir, it is now aboue fifty yeares that 
{ hauchad the honour to be gouernor ot this place; God hath 
given me the grace alwaies to haue kept it well,not only inthe 
raigne oftheKing your Father deceaſcd, butalſo in yours:and

fidelity, I neucr had a better defire to ſerue, then I have art this

your Fathers old ſeruants ; io will witneſſe thar his Maicftie 
was well contented with my ſcruice,and affured himſelfe ofmy 


reſent: It your Maieſtic will accept thereof, as I moſthum- 

ly beſeech you, and inſigne of my obedience here are the 
keyes of the Towne,whichI preſent varo you. TheKing made... { 
him anſwere, thathealwayes was aſſured , and ſtill did aſſure «4 tt 
himſelfe moreand more of his good feruice , willing him to ** "YO? 
continue and profit in ſeruinghimwell , and he would be his* 
good Maſter, and acknowledge his {eruice in time and place 
when occaſion fell our, commaunding him togiue the keyes 
of rhe 706 to Monficar /e Marquis dela Force Captainc of 
his guards, and ſo he did. 

Thoſ- pi-:fing and agreeable vvords ofthe King reioyced 
and com'or'ed Monſieur de Sales, and vvith the ſame he began 
to be tomewhat comforted:but an houre after the King entred 
into the Towne, he ſent him word, thathe would haueno prnenng 
more of his {cr:ice, and gave the gouernment ro Monſicur © 
de Puyane a Papiſt,and a Stranger, contrary to the lawes of the 
Country , whereby Strangers arc excluJcd irom thoſe char- 
ges , preſently thereupon all che inhabitants were diſarmed all 
the Garriſon was diſcharged , thatis 120. Souldiers : Their 
Licutenant and Enſigne beard, ſtxc Capraines , the Commit: 
fary, rhe Controller,the Keeper of the Munition : The Do@Qor 
and the Apothicarie all of the religion, and foure Companies 
of the Regiment of Picardic were brought in vntill Monficur 
de Ruyane had gathered his compoſed of 390, men, Strangers 
and Papiſts, 

A moſt pittifull and lamentable deſolation ! how could 
they deale roughlier with that venerable old Gentleman, whG 
the moſt impudent calummation durſt nor accuſe them aſter 
50. yeares and vpwards of his feruice, ſhametuily ro diſplace 
tim of his government, and thereby layd his gray and weake

How hard and troubleſome itwas ro Monficur deLaur that 
had the reuerfion of that his Yncles gouernment, was recei- 
ued therein,and had taken his oath accordingly, that had fer- 
ucd the King: commanding with honour - 4 2 5. yYeates 
oucr a company of the regimet of Nuayre,lamed inthe Kings 


{eruice, & one that could not be accuſed of infidelity or difo- 


bedience, and for arecofnpence of all his ſcruices to ſeehim- 
ſclfe inthe face of all the Court put from his charge,and made 
the ſubic and matter of the ſcoffings, workes and icfts of our 
encmiss. VVhat griping griefe muſt it ncedes be, vnto a gene- 
ncrous heart,fencible of the force of honor : poore and deſo-
